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The  method  of  procedure  of  the  Italians  in  German  South  Tyrol 
clearly  shows  that  the  Kingdom  of  Italy  does  not  intend  to  restore 
German  South  Tyrol.  The  military  authorities  of  the  Italian  troops  of 
occupation  no  longer  deny  that  Italy  means  to  keep  the  country  if 
she  can. 

From  the  juridical  point  of  view  Italy  bases  its  claims  to  Tyrol, 
as  far  as  the  Brenner  line,  upon  the  treaty  of  London  of  the  year^ 
1915,  and  last  but  not  least  apparently  also  upon  alleged  deliberations 
and  stipulations  agreed  upon  quite  recently  in  London  by  England, 
France  and  Italy,  in  which  America  and  other  allied  countries  took 
no  part. 

Owing  to  the  complete  decadence  of  Russia  and  the  dissolution 
of  Austria,  the  general  aspect  of  the  world  has  undergone  such  a 
great  change  since  the  date  of  this  treaty  of  London,  that  its  pro- 
visions are  not  applicable  in  their  entirety  even  were  their  original 
purposes  still  unfulfilled.  One  of  the  main  purposes  of  the  Entente 
policy,  namely,  to  weaken  Austria  to  such  an  extent  that  Germany 
should  be  deprived  of  her  principal  allie  in  the  war  for  predominance 
in  Europe  and  of  the  bridge  connecting  it  with  the  East,  has  now 
already  become  an  accomplished  fact. 

If  Italy  was  at  that  time  offered  an  increase  of  territory  at  the 
expense  of  Austria,  for  the  purpose  of  weakening  the  latter,  there  no 
longer  exists  any  reason  for  such  policy. 

Italy's  ambition  to  expand  its  territory  along  the  Adriatic  is  of 
no  interest  for  a  Tyrol  separated  from  Austria  and  Germany,  but  the 
Italian  intention  to  dismember  Tyrol  is  for  us  a  matter  of  life  or  death. 

It  is  necessary  to  distinguish  carefully  between  the  following 
two  cases: 

1)  The  annexation  to  Italy  of  the  so-called  Trentino,  i.  e.  of  that 
district  where  Italian  is  spoken,  and  which  is  bounded  by  the  line 
of  the  former  frontier  of  the  Austrian  Empire  stretching  from  the 
Marmolata  as  far  as  the  Ortler  group  and  following  from  thence  the 
linguistic  frontier  through  Salurn  as  far  as  the  Marmolata  district,  and 

2)  The  incorporation  of  that  German  and  Ladin-speaking  district 
bounded  by  the  line  going  from  Marmolata  and  the  Austrian  frontier 


as  far  as  Schluderbach-Toblach,  then  towards  the  north  as  far  as  the 
crest  of  the  Central  Alps,  along  this  crest  through  the  Brenner  and 
the  Reschen-Scheideck  as  far  as  the  Ortler  group  and  thence  along 
the  Italian  linguistic  frontier  as  far  as  the  Marmolata:  this  is  the 
district  which  the  Italians  call  « Alto  Adige  ». 

The  cession  of  the  so-called  Trentino,  the  country  of  the  Italian 
Irredentists,  has  in  course  of  time  become  a  measure  to  which  every- 
body is  accustomed.  (We  beg  nevertheless  to  state  that  a  plebiscite 
even  in  this  territory,  provided  the  population  could  vote  freely, 
without  any  constraint  whatsoever  and  were  the  country  not  occupied 
by  Italian  troops,  v^^ould  by  no  means  be  necessarily  in  favour  of 
Italy;  there  are  serious  economic  interests  at  stake  which  are  not  at 
all  in  favour  of  such  union ;  a  fact  which  was  frequently  recognised 
even  by  Italian  deputies  of  the  Austrian  parliament  in  the  course  of 
the  war.) 

When  we  come  to  consider  the  second  mentioned  district  be- 
tween Salurn  and  the  Brenner,  which  is  inhabited  almost  exclusivively 
by  Germans  and  Ladins,  there  ceases  to  exist  any  question,  since  the 
population  wants  neither  its  territory  to  become  Italian  nor  would 
the  cession  of  it  be  justified  either  from  the  ethnographical  or  the 
political  standpoint. 

A  few  short 

historical  and  statistical  data 

prove  this. 

According  to  the  official  census  of  1910  there  was  in  the  polit- 
ical districts  of  Schlanders,  Meran,  Bozen,  Brixen,  Bruneck  and  Am- 
pezzo,  embracing  the  whole  of  those  territories  in  which  German  and 
Ladin  are  spoken,  the  following  proportion  between  Germans,  Ladins 
and  Italians:

One  fact  must  not  be  passed  over  in  silence,  namely,  that  in 
the  valley  of  the  Pass,  belonging  to  the  district  of  Cavalese  where  the 
Italian  language  prevails,  there  live  1782  Germans  and  4152  Ladins, 
and  in  the  district  of  Cles  1887  Germans.  (The  division  into  political 
districts  does  not  correspond  in  Tyrol  to  the  national  settlement  sec- 
tions of  the  population.)  Including  these  latter  numbers  the  definite 
proportion  is  now  as  follows: 

Germans 219,466 

Ladins 19,562 

Italians 5J65 

The  proportion  of  Italians  in  the  total  population  amounts  there- 
fore approximately  to  2\/2%. 

We  must  insist  on  these  data  because  there  are  Italians  who  con- 
stantly claim  that  the  territory  up  to  the  Brenner  was  once  entirely 
inhabited  by  Italians,  A  more  moderate  version  of  the  Italian  ethno- 
graphical propaganda  recognises  that  under  the  pressure  of  the  Austrian 
Government  the  population  had  accepted  the  German  language  but 
that  in  reality  the  population  is  Italian  and  that  only  in  the  towns  are 
the  people  covered  with  a  thin  veneer  of  German  culture  and  that  it 
^s  only  now,  when  liberated  by  Italy,  that  the  population  has  become 
conscious  of  its  very  veritable  Italian  origin  and  character.  It  is  futher 
alleged  that  it  is  merely  a  question  of  the  reconquest  of  a  territory  once 
Italian,   so  that  the  situation  is  comparable  to  that  in  Alsace-Lorraine. 

In  the  face  of  such  allegations  we  find  ourselves  obliged  to  affirm 
that  never  in  the  course  of  Universal  History  did  the  northern  frontier 
of  Italy  reach  the  crest  of  the  Central  Alps,  i.  e.  the  Brenner  line ; 
even  at  the  time  of  its  greatest  extension,  namely,  at  the  epoch  of  the 
Roman  Empire,  the  northern  frontier  ran  far  to  the  south,  about  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  locality  now  called  Klausen. 

Even  were  it  otherwise  and  did  the  Italian  assertions  rest  upon 
some  basis  of  truth,  the  result  of  this  frightful  World-War  should 
certainly  not  be  a  restoration  of  the  social  and  national  conditions 
existing  before  the  migration  of  the  peoples  a  thousand  years  of  history 
and  national  culture  cannot  be  obliterated  by  a  proclamation  of  annex- 
ation. 

In  consequence  of  the  immigration  of  the  Bayuvars  in  the  VI th 
century  after  Christ  the  whole  of  this  territory,  stretching  to  the  south 
as  far  as  the  defile  of  Salurn,  was  colonized  by  Germans  who  since 
that  time  have  always  inhabited  it. 


In  952  A.  D.  even  the  diocese  of  Trient  was  annexed  to  the 
German  Empire;  later  on  this  territory  passed  to  the  Counts  of  Tyrol, 
and  in  1356  to  their  legal  successor,  i.  e.  the  Habsburg  family  under 
whose  domination  it  remained  up  to  the  present  day. 

The  unity  of  Tyrol  has  been  uninterruptedly  maintained  up  to  the 
present  time  save  for  the  years  1809/1813  when  Napoleon  the  First 
rent  the  country  into  two  parts.  Even  then,  however,  the  frontier  between 
the  Kingdom  of  Illyria  (which  is  by  no  means  to  be  confounded  with 
modem  Italy)  and  Germany  did  not  run  along  the  Brenner,  but  lay 
south  of  Klausen. 

Prior  to  the  immigration  of  the  Bayuvars,  Tyrol  had  never  been 
inhabited  by  Italians,  nay,  not  even  by  Romans,  whose  heirs  the  modern 
Italians  will  hardly  venture  to  claim  to  be.  The  history  of  the  migration 
of  the  peoples  is  in  great  contradiction  to  such  a  pretention,  to  say 
.nothing  of  the  upheaval  among  modern  nations  its  recognition  would 
provoke. 

The  primeval  population  of  Tyrol  consisted  of  Celts  and  Rhetians. 
Descendants  of  the  primitive  Rheto  romane  population  are  still  to  be 
found  in  certain  valleys  of  the  Dolomites;  namely,  the  Ladins,  that 
self  same  tribe  which  is  still  represented  in  the  Swiss  Canton  of  Grisons. 
We  are  therefore  justified  in  claiming  that  for  more  than  fourteen 
centuries  the  region  stretching  from  the  Brenner  as  far  as  the  defile 
of  Salurn  has  been  inhabited  uninterruptedly  by  Germanic  peoples. 

The  territory  inhabited  by  Germans  extended  in  bygone  times 
even  far  into  that  part  of  Tyrol  which  now  belongs  to  Italy,  and, 
what  is  more,  even  into  the  so-called  square  of  the  fortress  of  Verona. 
Those  districts  hane  been  italianised  only  in  the  XVIII th  and  XIX t^ 
centuries.  Whoever  has  read  Gcethe,  Seume  or  Heine  will  be  able  to 
follow  such  traces  even  far  into  the  present  epoch.  Proof  is  furnished 
by  the  numerous  sections  where  German  is  still  spoken  in  the  midst 
of  Italian  territory,  as  e.  g.  Saint  Felix,  Laurein  and  Unsere  liebe  Frau 
im  Walde  in  the  district  of  Fondo,  Proveis  in  the  district  of  Cles, 
Truden  and  Altrei  in  the  district  of  Cavalese,  then  Persen,  Palu  and 
Palai  upon  the  lake  of  Caldonazzo,  Lusern,  Vielgereuth  and  Lafraun 
upon  the  plateaus  of  the  same  name  south  of  Trient  and,  finally,  the 
territories  of  the  so-called  7  and  13  communes  in  Italy  itself.  The 
same  fact  appears  also  from  the  German  names  of  towns  and  districts 
italianised  comparatively  later,  such  as  Rofreit  instead  of  Rovereto,  Reif 
instead  of  Riva,  Arch  instead  of  Arco,  Gardasee  instead  of  Gartensee, 
and  many  more. 
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In  the  Middle  Ages  German  life  and  German  custome  were  at 
their  full  swing  in  the  southern  part  of  South  Tyrol.  Its  numerous 
castles  and  towns,  which  have  partly  maintained  their  ancient  character 
up  to  our  days,  are  excellent  witnesses  of  that  highly  developed  Ger- 
man culture.  Here  lies  the  fatherland  of  the  famous  minnesingers, 
Walther  von  der  Vogelweide  and  Oswald  von  Wolkenstein,  and  last 
but  not  least  that  of  Andreas  Hofer,  the  Tyrolese  hero  of  1809.  There 
is  not  the  least  trace  to  be  found  in  this  country  which  would  entitle 
us  to  conjecture  that  it  was  once  possessed  by  Latins.  Manners  and 
customs,  habits,  culture  and  character  of  the  German  Tyrolians  differ 
entirely  from  those  of  the  adjoining  Italians.  The  agricultural  system, 
such  as  we  find  it  almost  without  exception  in  the  Italian  part  of  the 
country,  can  hardly  be  found  in  the  German  section.  In  the  latter 
peasant  is  at  the  same  time  the  owner  of  his  land;  in  the  former  the 
is  mostly  merely  a  tenant.  The  German  Tyrolian  is  silent,  sincere, 
obstinate  and  not  very  agile;  to  a  certain  extent  he  resembles  the  pop- 
ulations of  the  mountains  in  Switzerland  and  Scotland.  The  Italian 
inhabitant  of  Tyrol,  however,  is  loquacious,  agile  and  lively. 

After  this  short  statistical  and  historical  sketch  let  us  now  resume 
our  subject. 

The  absolute  and  undeniable  aversion  of  the  population  of  the 
territory  between  Salurn  and  the  Brenner  to  any  annexion  what- 
soever to  Italy  creates  a  situation  where  the  Principle  of  Self-determi- 
nation of  Peoples,  established  by  President  Wilson  and  adopted  by  the 
Entente,  is  applicable  unless  we  choose  to  put  Might  above  Right 
and  to  subordinate  a  territory  to  foreign  rule  regardless  of  and  even 
against  the  will  of  its  population. 

Even  though  we  suppose  that  the  wishes  of  the  Tyrolese  and  the 
interests  of  that  country  will  not  be  regarded  by  the  victors  of  to-day, 
we  would  nevertheless  point  out  that  the 

annexion  of  German  South  Tyrol  by  Italy, 

i.  e.  the  incorporation  of  the  German  and  Ladin-speaking  territory  as 
far  as  the  Brenner,  would  by  no  means  constitute  an  advantage  for 
that  kingdom. 

It  seems  clear  that  Italy's  wish  is  to  obtain  a  northern  frontier 
under  all  circumstances  easily  defendable.  If  Italy  obtains  Tyrol  as  far 
as  the  line  of  the  Brenner,  it  will,  thanks  to  the  advantages  offered  by 
Nature,  be  able  to  construct  there  a  strong  national  rampart,  although

this  war  has  clearly  shown  that  even  the  strongest  line  of  fortification 
may  be  broken  through  by  first-class  armies. 

It  seems  indeed  superfluous  in  this  antimilitarist  epoch,  when 
every  human  being  is  longing  for  the  permanent  peace  of  the  nations 
and  general  disarmament,  to  advance  such  a  purely  militarist  claim. 
At  its  most  threatened  and  weakest  point  Italy  would  be  exposed  to 
an  aversion  among  the  population  which  could  never  be  overcome  by 
any  force  whatsoever  and  which  would  persist  and  increase  from  gen- 
eration to  generation. 

The  advantage  obtained  through  the  acquisition  of  the  undeniably 
strong  Brenner  line  would  be  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  dis- 
affection of  the  newly  annexed  populations. 

Bishop  Endrizzi  of  Trient,  and  the  former  member  of  the  National 
Committee  of  Tyrol,  Dr.  Conci  (now  Italian  Senator),  who  are  certainly 
good  judges  of  the  conditions  among  the  German  and  Italian  Tyrolians, 
have  already  recognized  the  absurdity  and  the  great  danger  of  such  a 
policy  and  have  pronounced  themselves  both  in  petitions  addressed  to 
the  Italian  Government  and  in  public  meetings  against  the  annexation 
of  German  South  Tyrol. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  modern  linguistic  frontier  between  Germans 
and  Ladins,  and  that  between  Germans  and  Italians  constitutes  not 
only  a  geographical  but  also  an  excellent  strategical  boundary,  for  this 
is  that  selfsame  line  which,  extending  from  the  crest  of  the  Carnic 
Alps  in  the  valley  of  the  Puster  into  the  valleys  of  Fleims  and  of  the 
Adige  and  even  a  little  south  of  the  Ortler,  was  held  in  1915  by  a 
few  Tyrolian  soldiers  and  landsturm  corps,  and  later  on  without  inter- 
ruption by  the  Austro- Hungarian  troops  until  their  advance  against 
Venice  in  the  winter  of  1917. 

Through  the  incorporation  of  the  Trentino  Italy  would  receive  a 
uniform  boundary  in  the  north  consisting  of  a  single  horizontal  line 
extending  from  west  to  east.  But  with  the  occupation  of  Tyrol  as  far 
as  the  line  of  the  Brenner  German  Tyrol  would,  between  the  Brenner 
line  and  Salurn,  project  out  of  this  line  of  defence  in  the  form  of  a 
rectangle.  The  consequence  of  this  would  be  that  the  right  flank  of 
this  rectangle  would  always  be  exposed  to  the  risk  of  an  attack  from 
the  valley  of  the  Drave  (this  latter  forming  the  continuation  of  the 
valley  of  the  Puster).  In  this  case  the  line  of  the  Brenner  would  lose 
a  great  deal  of  its  strategical  value.  On  the  other  hand  Italy  would 
thus  be  given  the  command  over  the  valley  of  the  Drave,  for  it  would 
always  have  the  possibility  to  advance  into  this  valley  from  the  valley 


of  the  Puster.  The  territory  of  the  Jugo-SIav  State  will  therefore  be 
always  surpassed  by  this  protruding  arm  of  Italy  and  the  permanent 
danger  resulting  from  this  for  the  young  state  is  not  to  be  under- 
valued. The  way  to  Tyrol  which  the  Slav  found  through  the  valley 
of  the  Drave  and  of  the  Puster  at  the  epoch  of  the  migration  of  the 
peoples  is  at  the  present  time,  on  the  contrary,  open  to  the  Italians. 

Italy  would  be  much  better  protected  if  the  whole  of  German 
Tyrol  and  of  Ladin  Tyrol,  united,  were  put  as  a  neutral  zone  between 
Germany  and  Italy.  For  in  this  case  Italy  could  be  sure  that  as  long 
as  the  neutrality  of  Tyrol  were  guaranteed  by  all  Powers  it  could 
never  be  attacked  by  the  Teutons.  This  neutral  zone  could  be  strength- 
ened economically  and  politically  within  and  without  were  it  extended 
over  the  German  speaking  states  of  Austria  or  by  the  creation  of  an 
independent  South  German  state. 

These  countries  would  then  occupy  the  same  position  as  Switzer- 
land, which  was  certainly  exposed  to  many  troubles  and  difficulties 
during  this  war.  Were  not  the  Lombard  provinces  of  Italy  much  better 
and  more  efficaciously  protected  during  the  World-War  owing  to  the 
special  protective  position  of  Switzerland  on  their  north  than  were  the 
Venetian  provinces,  notwithstanding  the  tremendous  fortifications  built 
by  Italy  along  the  latter  frontier? 

Italy  may  object  that  the  Tyrolese  as  a  German  nation  would  not 
furnish  a  guarantee  that  they  would  be  able,  even  were  they  willing, 
to  protect  their  neutrality  against  German  influences.  To  this  we  an- 
swer that  the  population  of  Tyrol  would  be  quite  conscious  of  the 
consequences  for  them  in  the  case  of  their  deviating  from  their  neu- 
trality. For  there  cannot  be  the  least  doubt  that  Tyrol  would  become 
the  theatre  of  an  eventual  future  war  provoked  by  its  own  conduct; 
after  having  gone  through  four  years  of  war,  the  Tyrolians  know 
better  than  anyone  else  what  would  mean  for  them.  Besides,  the 
20,000  Ladins  would  well  be  able  to  prevent  the  Tyrolians  from 
following  an  exclusively  German  policy.  That  Tyrol,  though  entirely 
German  in  heart  and  soul,  is  nevertheless  now  opposed  to  any  pan- 
German  policy  clearly  appears  from  its  disinclination  to  agree  to  the 
adhesion  to  Germany  recently  proposed  by  certain  parties  in  German 
Austria. 

The  annexation  of  German  South  Tyrol  would  imply  the  fur- 
ther disadvantage  for  Italy  that  the  remainder  of  Tyrol  would  consist 
in  that  case  only  of  the  long  valley  of  the  Intiy  which  would  inevi- 
tably  be  joined   to    Bavaria.    Thus   Italy  would   have  Germany  as   its 
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dangerous  neighbour  on  the  north.  On  the  other  hand  it  seems  need- 
less to  insist  on  the  undeniable  truth  that  North  Tyrol  would  never 
forget  such  a  dismemberment  of  the  country  but  would  do  all  in  its 
power  to  re-establish  a  united  Tyrol.  This  truth  is  obvious  even  to 
those  who  know  the  Tyrolians  but  superficially. 

Another  fact  to  be  mentioned  is  that  Austria  no  longer  exists  and 
that  German  Austria,  even  were  it  so  disposed,  could  never  be  in  a 
position  to  provoke  a  war  with  Italy. 

No  one  is  justified  in  assuming  that  Tyrol  would  be  unable  to 
provide  for  its  economic  independence  and  would  for  this  reason  be 
at  the  mercy  of  its  neighbours.  We  affirm  that  Tyrol  is  economically 
self-sustaining  the  moment  commercial  and  customs  independence  are 
secured.  The  lumber-trade  and  the  transportation-business  from  north 
to  south  will  alone  constitute  a  sufficient  support  for  the  country; 
Tyrol  may  even  become  one  of  the  richest  countries  of  the  future, 
for  its  mountains  contain  an  unlimited  amount  of  unutilized  water- 
power  which  would  certainly  yield  innumerable  millions  were  it  prop- 
erly exploited.  Through  the  unmethodical  and  unsystematic  exploi- 
tation of  all  coal-districts  of  the  earth  during  these  last  five  years,  the 
supplies  of  water-power  of  the  Central  Alps  have  become  the  princi- 
pal reservoir  from  which  the  industry  of  the  future  will  derive  its  dri- 
ving power.  And  especially  Tyrol,  which  lies  in  the  very  heart  of 
Europe,  will  be  excellently  qualified  to  supply  extended  territories  with 
electrical  power.  It  will  be  in  the  common  interest  of  all  to  preserve 
the  integrity  of  Tyrol  intact  under  all  circumstances  and   permanently. 

It  has  been  alleged  in  Italy  that  it  would  be  no  disadvantage  to 
the  Tyrolians  to  lose  their  independence  and  become  Italians:  and  it 
is  argued  that  the  Italians  in  France  (Savoy)  and  those  in  Switzerland 
do  not  feel  unhappy  though  they  are  separated  from  their  mother- 
country.  The  disinclination  of  the  Tyrolians  to  an  incorporation  with 
Italy  is  not  because  of  national  and  political  reasons  but  is  also 
largely  due  to  economic  considerations.  Italy  is  unable  to  give  us  that 
economic  and  industrial  development  for  which  everybody  hopes  after 
the  war. 

On  the  contrary  vine-culture  and  fruit-growing  in  Tyrol  will  not 
be  able  to  withstand  the  Italian  competition,  so  that  the  country  would 
be  deprived  of  its  principal   resource  and  exposed  to  impoverishment. 

The  disruption  of  Tyrol  may  constitute  also  for  Switzerland  a  se- 
rious danger.  In  consequence  ot  the  decadence  of  the  Central  Powers 
and  especially  of  Austria,  Switzerland  is  at  the  present  time  forced  to 
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look  for  new  outlets  for  all  its  foreign  trade  and  to  direct  its  principal 
efforts  towards  the  west.  Were  a  buffer  state,  such  as  is  here  suggested, 
created,  Switzerland  will  acquire  an  entirely  new  and  profitable  outlet 
for  its  goods.  Such  a  new  state  would  have  to  begin  with  its  entire 
reconstruction  from  the  very  bottom  and  thus  Switzerland  would  find 
a  ready  market  for  its  products. 

On  the  other  hand  were  Switzerland  encircled  on  the  north  by 
Germany  and  on  the  south  and  east  by  Italy  a  situation  would  be 
created  the  consequences  of  which  are  at  present  unforeseeable  but 
which  would  certainly  become  menacing  for  Swiss  commercial  interests. 

In  the  foregoing  we  merely  consider  the  possibility  of  Germany 
and  Italy  assuming  a  hostile  attitude  towards  one  another.  The  pros- 
pects however  would  be  much  worse  for  Switzerland  in  case  the  two 
Powers  became  confederates.  The  possibility  of  a  future  political  and 
economic  union  between  Germany  and  Italy  is  undeniable,  despite  the 
actual  hostility  prevailing  in  Italy  towards  everything  German. 

Eliminated  from  its  international  position  as  regards  economic 
affairs  Germany  will  stake  everything  in  order  to  save  the  very  con- 
siderable capital  it  still  possesses  in  Italy  and  to  rend  its  excess  of 
engineers  and  chemists,  as  well  as  of  chemical  products,  into  Italy. 
The  manufacturing  interests  of  Italy  are  concentrated  so  much  in  the 
north  that  there  would  not  be  a  very  great  resistance  to  such  inva- 
sion, for  Germany  would  supply  Italy  with  coal  and  the  white  coal 
(i.  e.  electricity)  contained  in  the  Tyrolian  mountains,  thus  strengthen- 
ing the  economic  independence  of  the  two  countries  were  Tyro! 
once  partitioned  between  them. 

The  communication  between  the  two  seas  —  North  Sea  and  Adriatic 
—  which  it  was  designed  to  destroy  by  the  partition  of  Austria  would 
be  re-established. 

Germany  and  Italy  would  create  a  wine  monopoly,  a  sort  of  a 
gigantic  trust  that  would  seriously  injure  the  trade  of  European  States. 

Moreover  the  completing  of  the  construction  of  the  Brenner  line 
and  the  railway  line  over  the  Fern  pass  and  the  Reschen  Scheideck 
and  eventually  their  continuation  through  the  massive  of  the  Ortler 
as  far  as  Bormio  would  result  in  consolidating  even  more  and  more 
the  economic  union  between  the  two  countries.  For  these  two  railway 
lines  furnish  the  shortest  communications  between  north  and  south 
and  as  new  highways  of  commerce  they  will  constitute  for  the  Swiss 
railways  a  formidable  competition,  not  only  for  freight  but  also  for 
passenger  traffic. 
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All  we  just  mentioned,  especially  however,  the  deviation  of  the 
traffic  from  north  to  south  and  vice  versa  would  not  fail  to  cause 
serious  injury  to  Switzerland,  and  last  but  not  least  to  France  and 
other  countries. 

The  renewal  of  old  relations  would  the  more  easily  follow,  now 
that  Austria,  the  central  country  of  the  former  Triple  Alliance  and  the 
disturbing  element  for  Italy,  has  disappeared  from  the  map. 

The  preservation  of  Tyrol,  including  the  Ladins  who  unanimously 
wish  to  remain  faithful  to  the  country,  is  therefore  no  longer  a  dic- 
tate of  prudence  but  has  become  even  an  economic  necessity. 

If  it  is  desired  to  preserve  the  country's  unity  with  the  exception 
of  its  Italian  part,  and  to  grant  to 

Tyrol  the  rights  of  self-determination,  an  autonomy, 

the  necessary  steps  must  be  taken  without  delay  in  order  to  render 
M  impossible  for  Italy  to  prevent  Tyrol  from  exercising  those  rights. 
By  accomplishing  the  moral  and  economic  dissolution  of  the 
population,  the  Italians  are  working  very  hard  and  most  tenaciously 
to  prevent  Tyrol  from  making  use  of  those  rights.  They  have  taken 
possession  of  the  schools  in  the  German  speaking  section  of  South 
Tyrol  and  taken  the  necessary  steps  for  the  establishment  of  Italian 
schools  in  that  region ;  moreover,  they  have  introduced  Italian  as  the 
official  language  of  the  Courts  and  of  the  administrative  authorities. 
But  as  neither  teachers  nor  officials  possess  a  sufficient  knowledge  of 
Italian,  their  posts  will  soon  be  occupied  by  Italians.  The  latter  have 
put  all  the  banks  and  financial  institutions  under  their  control  and 
ordered  all  the  books  to  be  settled  on  the  day  of  occupation  and 
to  be  started  anew  from  that  date.  At  the  same  time  the  exchange  rate 
of  the  krone  has  been  arbitrarily  fixed  at  40  centesimi  (that  means 
far  below  the  ordinary  bank  exchange  rate  of  the  krone)  and  the 
import  of  Austrian  money  is  forbidden  under  very  severe  penalties 
(up  to  seven  years'  imprisonment).  The  arbitrary  conversion  of  all 
Austrian  values  into  Italian  values  will  perhaps  not  be  long  in  coming 
and  evidently  this  fact  will  cause  a  tremendous  loss  to  all  owners  of 
Austrian  money  and  creditors,  while  the  Italians  will  certainly  make 
very  high  profits.  As  a  consequence  of  the  lack  of  money  caused  by 
this  sudden  lock-out  producing  terrible  consequences  in  all  classes  of 
the  population,  the  country  must  face  the  most  serious  economic 
damages   if   not   its   entire   ruin.    Neither  officials   nor  teachers  can  be 
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paid,  and  to  avoid  death  from  starvation,  they  see  themselves  obh'ged 
to  enter  the  services  of  the  Itah'an  administration;  this  latter  course  is 
very  strongly  urged  upon  them.  This  method  of  procedure  has  been 
adopted  with  regard  to  the  former  Austrian  gendarmery  and  the  in- 
dividual and  by  taking  the  oath  allegiance  was  demanded  from  them. 
When  the  men  refused  the  gendarmery  was  disbanded. 

Intercourse  with  North  Tyrol  has  been  entirely  cut  off,  neither 
letters  nor  newspapers  being  allowed  to  pass  the  Brenner.  Permits  to 
travel  northwards  are  granted  in  exceptional  cases  and  only  if  the  pe- 
titioner accepts  as  a  condition  not  to  return  again  to  his  south  Tyrolian 
fatherland.  Even  the  communications  between  the  districts  and  towns, 
nay  those  between  town  and  countryside,  are  completely  stopped  and 
whoever  wishes  to  leave  the  urban  district  is  unable  to  do  so  without 
a  special  permit  in  each  case. 

A  plebiscite,  pretending  to  be  the  true  expression  of  the  real  will 
of  the  people,  is  impossible  as  long  as  the  Tyrolians  continue  to  be 
held  in  Italy  as  prisoners  of  war,  for  it  was  chiefly  the  Tyrolian  troops 
which  had  held  the  front  until  the  very  last  moment  and  were  all 
taken  prisonners  by  the  Italians.  The  Italian  authorities  are  engaged  in 
arbitrarily  removing  from  the  country  the  whole  of  the  remaining  male 
Tyrolian  population ;  the  measures  adopted  to  enroll  men  in  the  Italian 
army  are  but  one  of  the  means  to  this  end.  Besides  this,  two  commis- 
sions have  been  especially  created  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  enforced 
sales  of  land  and  to  force  the  German  peasantry  to  emigrate. 

Should  all  these  measures  fail  to  realise  the  desired  end,  it  is  to 
be  foreseen  that  the  plebiscite  would  be  taken  in  the  whole  of  the 
occupied  territory,  in  such  wise  that  the  province  of  Trentino  and 
German  South  Tyrol  should  vote  together,  with  the  unavoidable  result 
that  the  380,000  Italian  speaking  Tyrolians  in  the  Trentino  would 
constitute  an  absolute  numerical  superiority  over  the  220,000  German 
South  Tyrolians.  This  number  of  Germans,  as  mentioned  above,  can 
no  longer  be  considered  as  being  fully  represented  at  the  present  time, 
since  the  prisoners  and  the  dead  must  be  deducted  from  it.  The  ple- 
biscite could  only  produce  an  honest  result  if  it  were  carried  out 
separately  for  every  district  or,  at  least,  separately  for  German  South 
Tyrol  and  the  Trentino. 

To  guarantee  an  honest  plebiscite  and  to  realise  the  program  of 
self-determination  and  autonomy  of  the  peoples  as  proclaimed  by  Wil- 
son and  accepted  by  the  Entente,  the  immediate  dispatch  of  a 
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Mixed  Commission,  named  by  the  Entente  Powers 

to  German  South  Tyrol,  is  indispensable.  Established  at  Bozen  or  at 
Brixen,  such  a  Commission  should  be  empowered  to  examine  all  mea- 
sures employed  up  to  the  present  time  by  Italy  to  coerce  this  country 
and  to  prevent  such  things  from  being  repeated. 

When  Italy  made  pretension  to  the  possession  of  sections  of  the 
juogo-Slav  national  territory  the  Entente  intervened,  and  the  Italian  troops 
occupying  Pola  were  placed  under  the  military  command  of  American 
officers.  What  was  possible  there,  is  also  possible  in  Tyrol;  all  the 
more  so  since  Tyrol  constitutes  a  perpetual  intervening  country  be- 
tween the  Germanic  and  Ihe  Roman  races  and  is  certainly  of  equal 
importance  in  the  settlement  of  international  peace. 

Now  that  victory  is  definitely  won,  it  is  the  purpose  of  both 
the  victors  and  the  vanquished  to  bring  about  a  permanent  or- 
der of  things  in  the  world.  The  question  of  the  integrity  of  Tyrol,  in 
which  is  involved  this  great  aim,  should  be  impartially  examined  and 
righteously  solved. 

With  restoration  of  peace  Capital  and  Labour  will  stream  into  the 
new  State  from  all  parts  of  the  civilised  world  and  open  new  economic 
possibilities  to  those,  who  have  stood  by  this  land  in  its  time  of  need.
